Some few months ago we drew attention 
to an important commission ‘appointed in 
America to investigate the conditions handi- 
-capping the shipping interests of that 
country in competition with other. nations 
of the world.

chant marine of sufficient magnitude to cor- 
respond with the ever increasing ‘volume 
of their oversea commerce, The question 
has repeatedly been brought to the notice 
of Congress, but so far they have not 
deemed. it expedient to encourage the 
service by going to their rescue with 
appropriate legislation. ‘The growing im- 


the export trade of most countries is no new 
subject of comment, and the desire on the 
+| part of America to solve the long-standing 
problem of the decadence ,of her merchant 
inarine, seems in part to be due to national 
pride, which has been hurt by the frequent 
reports from their Consuls of the increasing 
rarity of their Hag in these parts, President 
Roosevelt, in again bringing the subject to 
the notice of Congress last month, said 
he recognised that the importance of secur. 
ing proper information and data with a 
view to the enlargement of American trade 
with Asia was undiminished, and stated that 
thei@tonsular representatives in China haye 
place for permanent display 
roducts in some prominent trade 
b empire, under Government 
control cane Management, as an effective 
means of advancing their export trade therein, 
It ig premature at present to forecaste what 
the views of Congress will be, bul should 
the members decide upon framing legisla: 
on there is not room fur much doubt 
that the question of subsidy will be included 
in the drafting of the Bill, They will have 
to chouse between the various methods of 
raising and distributing any compensation 
decided upon, and so far the most important 
proposals are as follows: ‘The payment of 
bounties of certain rates per ton on all 
ocean-guing vessels constructed in 
U.s. and of certain rates per mile of 
voyage for all vessels .under American 
registry plying to or “from foreign ports ; 
subsidies on mail steamships or mail con- 
tracts sulficiently liberal in terms to ar ount 
twa subsidy; or, thirdly, discriminating 
tonnage dues on foreign built and foreign 
owned vessels entering American’ ports, ‘Ihe 
Commission cannot have experienced much 
trouble in securing definite information on 
the subject as it should not have proved a 
difficult task to secure a mass of testimony 
regarding the precise difference between the 
cost of construction of ocvan-going mer- 
chant steamers and sailing vessels in Ameri- 
can and foreign shipyards. .With this be- 
fore Congress there will be a sufficiently sure 
foundation upon which to construct a Bill 
fur the permanent revival of ocean ship 
building in the U.S. and the return ot 
American merchant men to the high seas, 
When this is brought about competition in 
these parts may be keener than is the case 
at present ; but our bold upon the Orient is 
of such long standing that it is doubtfut if it 
can be loosened to any material extent by 
the enterprise of the American merchant 
marine.

That was, indeed, a misfortune for the vessel), 


because she had no manifest to produce for the 
inspection of the boarding officers, and on 
search being made it was found that the ship 
was carrying the large quantity of ammunition 
inentioned. ‘The master was prosecuted under 
section 17 of the Arms Ordinance of 1900 which 
says : ‘ 
j IN DIFFICULTIES, 

“No arms or ammunition shall be imported 
into the Colony except at the Purt of Victoria, 
and the muster of every vessel (not being a 
ship of war or hired aru ed vessel in the ser- 
. vice of Her Majesty or of any foreign nation) 
having on board as cargo arms or ammunition 
whether f° éransitis or for transhipment or 
otherwise shall on arrival forthwith furnish to 
the Harbour Master a manifest of all such arms 
and ammunipion.” 

THU MASTER PROSECUTED, 

After hearing the case ayainst the master,

, Atthe Supreme Court this morning, before 


drew Casey, master mariner, East Street, Kow- 
loon, sued the Wing On Steamboat Company, 
Limited, for ‘$609 and costs, being damayes 
lor wrongful dismissal from their service, 

Mr, F.X. d'Almada e Castro appeared for 
the plaintiff, Mr, P. W. Goldring (assistant to 
Mr. Hall Bratton) defended, 

Mr. d'Almada, in opening the case, said the 
plainuiff brought the stermship Cintong back 
from “Manila, some time in the month of 
July last year, He was on arrival appointed 
to the command of the vessel which it was 
the’ intention of the defendant Company 
to run on the West Kiver, He took command 
of the ship on the 1st August, at a salary of 
$2co a mouth. He. continued in command 
until the 36th November when ‘he received a 
letter from the defendants, stating that after the 
rst of December they did not require his ser- 
vices, Plaintiffon receipt of this letter went 
and interviewed the manager, and.asked him 
the reason of his dismissal. The manager 
simply turned round and said: " Well, one of 
the owners wants another friend of his to go 
Caplain.” ‘The following day, however, they 
asked him to make another trip as certain of 
the pipers were at Kongmoon, but-he refused 
to go saying he bad been dismissed. - 

His Lordship: Was the employment in 
writing ? . 
ada: No,my Lord, Jt was an- 
indefinite verbal hiring, and nothing was said 
asto the terms:of the engagement, 

Plaintiff was thea called and bore out the 
Opening statement of his Counsel. The vessel 
wasunder-the British, flag, and registered in 
Hongkong, He had received no notice pre- 
viously th \t his services were to be digpensed 
with, When he interviewed the manager, he, 
asked him, if there was anything against him, 
and he said ‘ No,” ; 

In reply to the Hench, ; 
.Mr Goldring said he understood from the 
Harbour Master, that it was the custom to give 
three months’ notice, : 


Witness, continuing, said that when he re- f- 


fused to take the ship another trip, he said hu 
would only do so, on condition that they gave 
him three months’ notice, He had never re 
ceived anycomplaints of any description from 
the owners or manager regarding his conduct 
whether afloat or ashore, He had never been 
accused of drunkenness. : 

Cross-examined ;—It was true that from 
the ist to the 23rd October he signed for 228 
ulasses of whiskey, but these were not con- 
sumed by himself. It was treating passengers 
and Customs officers, ‘Ihis period repre- 
sented nine trips, and on one occasion he 
had sixteen European passengers, Le de. 
nied that the manager ever told him not 
to drink so much, What he did say was: 
“Don't spend so much money on drink for 


r When he

Iwas the result ofa typhoon, One night at 
Kongmdon he struck a Chinese torpedo-boat, 
but did no damage. He was also quite sober, 
On that occasion he did not refuse to tate 
notice of whatthe pilot said. He had never 
fouled the wharf coming into Hongkong yet, 

Re-examined; In regard to the torpedo- 
boat incident, had he not immediately taken 
(he care of the ship out of the pilor’s hands 
there would have been'g very serious collision. 

The Manager of the defendant Company, 
aa elderly Chinese, was then called for the 
defence, Hie said he dismissed the plaintiff 
because he saw things were not right. Plain- 
tiff had several collisions, and frequently smell. 
ed of drink. In consequence of a report he 
received of the plaintiff’s conguct at Samshui 
he told him he should dismiss him if he did 
not keep steady, He frequenily received these 
complaints. On some occasions when the 
ship was about to leave, plaintiff would smell 
very strongly of Iiquor, When he spoke to 
him about it, he replied: “ There is nothing to 
fear in drinking, so long as I don’t yet drunk.” 

A tallyqan, who had'been employed on the 
sbip all the time the plaintiff was there as skip- 
ptr, said he had on occasions seen plaintiff a 
bit drunk and staggering. | 

The Chinese second engineer and the com- 
pradore were called to support the allegation 
that the plaintiff was addicted to drink. The 
last-named said he had reported to the man- 
ager, on occasions, the platntifl’s partiality far 
drink, When the collision with the torpedo- 
boat occurred the captain was a little drunk. 

Mr, Goldring at this stage asked for an ad- 
journment in order that he might call a Euro- 
pean who was nut in the Culovy, 

His Lordship declined to grant an adjoum- 
ment and said Mr, Goldring should have 
subpanaed him. 

Mr. Goldring, for the defence, contended that 
the defendants were justified in dismissing the 
plaintiff an account of his drinking habits, He 
referred to the, respectability of the Chinese 
witnesses, and remarked (hat it was unfortunate 
that in that Court the evidence of European 
witnesses was taken before that of Chinese. 

His Lordship: Not with me. Isee howa 
witness gives his evidence, and weigh that 
evidence by its prob.bilities, It makes not the 
least difference to me who is giving evidence, 

Mr. Goldring, in conclusion, said that just one 
occasion of drunkenness on boad was ample 
justification for the defendants acting in the 
manner they did. He denied that there was 
wrongful dismissal, : : 

His Lordship, in Summing up, said he did not 
think the defendants had justified their dis-: 
‘missal of the plaintif’ ft was quite true that 
a master might dismiss his servant without, 
giving him any reason, and might subsequently 
Justify his action by proving a ood: reason, 
but the onus-lay with him of proving as a fact 
that a good reason existed at the time of his 
dismissal. Now in this case the employment 
was admitted as also the sudden termination 
of the same, and ‘it was alleged to have been 
terminated in consequence of the’ plaintiff's 
-intemperate habits, It seemed to him. that 
was not the real reason.
